I.  THE  highest  Bidder  to  be  the  Buyer ;  and  if  any  dispute  arise 
between  two  or  more  Bidders,  the  Lot  so  in  dispute  shall  be 
immediately  put  up  again  and  re-sold. 

II.  No  person  to  advance  less  than  Is. ;  above  Five  Pounds,  5». ; 
and  so  on  in  proportion. 

III.  In  the  case  of  Lots  upon  which  there  is  a  reserve,  the  Auctioneer 

shall  have  the  right  to  bid  on  behalf  of  the  Seller.

At  a  late  period  of  the  painter's  life  he  calls  it  "One  of  my  happiest 
efforts  on  a  largo  scale,  being  a  placid  representation  of  a  serene  grey 
morning,  summer."
